Edwin M. Horcharil, of tbe New York bar, is a graduate of Columbia University, 
Bis law work was done at tbe New York and Columbia Law Schools. Bis post- 
graduate work in Comparative and International Law was completed also at 
Columbia University. In 1910 be was appointed Expert in International Law 
to tbe American Agency in the North Atlantic Coast Fisheries Arbitration at 
Tbe Hague, after which service he made a trip through the countries of Western 
Europe in tbe interests of the Law Division of the Library of Congress. For 
tbe last two years he has been the Law Librarian of Congress and the Supreme 
Court at Washington. He is the author of a "Guide to the Law of Germany" 
(1912), "Coastal Waters" (1910), and of a number of shorter monographs. He 
Is the American editor of the Bibliography of Legal Science, published at Ber- 
lin, and a frequent contributor to American and European legal periodicals on 
topics In comparative and international law.
